taught without any regard to Laws, ana 
is preſcribed both without Law and a- 
gainſft Law, is not Evangelical but Ma- 
humetane, and the very Turkiſh Dodtrine 
of the Bow-ſtring. In ſuch a ſhort Diſ- 
courſe, it was impoſſible for me to [ay 
the tenth part of what isto be ſaid, to 
| ſhew how intollerable that Dofrine is, 
and haw contrary, both to the Goſpel, and 
ro the Law of the Lana. Chriſttanity is

That, I am ſure, 
would be far from promoting his happir 
eſs in the next World, and Tam apt to 
think, will contribute nothing at all to 
it in this.s He th t prays that Prayer 
with underflanding, prays for his R. 
H's return to the Proteſtant Religios : 
which would both prove an unſpeakable 
bleſſing to himſelf, and reſtore theſe three 
Kingdoms to be the happieſt upon Earth, 
It would be ſome comfort if' we could but 
hope for ſuch a thing. But if the 
D. is perſuaded that he has made a better 
choice, it were wery defireable, but not 
anleſs it Rand with his H's good liking, 
that he would enjoy that Religion to the 
preateſt advantage, and take his fill of- 
it at the Fonntain-head, mhich a Crowned 
Head at thus inftkant does, who could not 
enjoy it fo happily at home. And the ras 
ther, becauſe all Proteſtants are ſworn 
ot to ſuffer Rome to come hither. For 
1 am throughly ſatisfied, and ſo may any.

And I am afraid it is a vain nnder- 
taking to go about, by Law, to twiff a 
Popiſh Intereſt with theſeOaths,when both 
eur Religion, and our ſworn Obedience, 
engage ns to oppoſe it. For in any Caſe 
that can be pat, whether it be fit to obey 
Man, or Goa and Man tov, judge ye. 
Julian endeavonred to entangle the Chri- 
ftians, and to deſtroy Chriſtianity that 
very way. There was a Law, and an 
Ancient Law of the Empire, ( and fo 
great oo? was laid pon it, that the 
breach of it was look'd upon as an Offence 
againſt the Government and the Empire) 
that every one ſhould honour and worſhip 
the Emperonr's Statues and Pittures ; 
which were ſet up for that end in publick 
Places, Now he took advant age of that

this was his Project, as Sozomen tells 
us, He concluded, that if he could bring 
over the Chriſtians to this, he might the 
more eaſily attempt any thing elſe that he 
had a mind to; but if be found them 


aifobedient, then to puniſh them without 
Mercy, as innovating in the Roman Cue 
ſtoms, and offending againſt the Govern- 


ment and the Empire. A few therefore, 
who were alſo puniſhed , underflood the 
Cheat, and would not worſhip according 
ts cuſtom. Who they were, St. Gregory 
tells us, ſome of the wiſer and more con- 


[cientious found out the Fraud, but they 


paid for their Sagacity; the pretence 


was, that they offended againſt the Ho-. 
pour of the Emperor ; but the truth was 
they came into danger for the ſake of 


the true King, and for the ſake of Re- 
ligion.

things will better be ſeen in the Hi- 
ſtory and Relation of the Matter of 
Fat; which T ſhall put into the beſt 
order T can, by giving an account of 
what was done in his Life-time, and 
then all that concerns his Death, and 
after that, how they uſed his Me- 

mory. ;

will fall under theſe three Heads, of 
their Words, and 4Gions, and Devo- 


tions, I ſhall begin with the firſt of 
theſe, nip -y” mane began with them. 
And they ſufficiently requited him for 
calling them Galzleaxs, for they named 
him [dolianws inſtead of Jullarnss, and 
Piſzews, and Adonems, from his wor- 
ſhipping of Jpiter and Adonis, and 
Bull-burner, from the great number of 
them which he ſacrificed.

$ had received their Chriſtianity from 
* the greateſt pair of Apoſtles, Peter 
* and Paxl, and had a warm affeCtion 
« for the Lord and: Saviour of all, did 
* always abominate Ju[zar, who ought 
© never to be remembred, you have his 
© own word for it. For, for this Rea- 
*{on, he writ a Book againſt them, and 
* called them the Beard-haters. 

2. They did not only thus ſcoff at 
him, and deride him behind his back ; 
but they took the freedom toreproach 
him and his Religion to his Face 3 of

which I ſhall give theſe two Inſtances. 
The firſt of a Noble-man of Berea; 
the Story is very remarkable upon ſe- 4 
veral accounts, which Theodoret gives 
us in this manner. * Jalan, before his 
Expedition againſt the Perſearzs, ſent 
© to conſult the Oracles, who promiſed 
© him certain Victory, And after his 
«* Victory, he deſigned the ruin of the 
Chriſtians, and threatned to ſet up 
© the Idol ' of Venus in the Chriſtian 
* Churches. Marching on with theſe 
* Threatnings, he was overcome by one 
« fingle man in Berea, This man was 
<indeed in other reſpects an eminent 
5 Perſon, for he was Governour there ; 
* but his Zeal made him more eminent. 
*For ſeeing his Son warping towards 
<©the falſe Religion, which then pre- 
*yailed, he turned him out of Doors, 
* and publickly difinherited him. But 
* he coming to the Emperour, who was 
* but one Stage from the City,declared K 
© to him, both His own Perſwaſion, and | 
*how his Father had difinherited him. | 
* Julian bid the young man {et his | 
© Heart at reſt, promiſing that he would | 
* reconcile his Father to him. So when # 
he came to Berea, he invited the | 
Magiſtrates, and chief men, to a Feaſt, # 
| *and

towards him in Words. 
*and amongſt theſe was this young 
*Mans Father; and him, with his Son, 
'*he ordered to fit next himſelf. And 
* about the middle of Dinner, Julia: 
*fays to the Father, In my mind it is 
* not juſt to force a man's Judgment, 
* which is otherwiſe inclined, and to 
* reduce it, againſt his Will, to the 
© other ſide. Therefore do not you 
* force your Son, againſt his mind, to 
* follow your Opinion. For neither 
* doll force you to follow mige, al- 
* though I can very eaſily compel you. 
* But the Father, ſharpning his Dil- 
©* courſe with a Divine Faith, anſwered, 
*O King, do you ſpeak of this Villain, 
-*who is hated by God, and has pre- 
_*ferr'd a Lie before the true Religion? 
5 But, ſays Jul:zaz, putting on again a 
*Vizard of Meekneſs; Friend, leave 
* Railing ; and turning his Face tothe 
*young man, he ſaid, I will take care 
* of you my ſelf, fince I have not pre- 
5 yailed with your Father to dot. 
I have not told this Story 1n vain, 
* (lays Theodoret) but was willing to 
*\hew, not only the admirable tree- 
<dom of this Divine Perſon, but alſo 
*that there were very many who de-

*and in Years, he came to Court 'to 
* the Emperour, when he was publickly 
« ſacrificing to Fortuze, and reproached

* him again with his Blindneſs, and 
*ſaying, Your Galilean God will not 
*cure you. But Marzs rephed to the 
*Emperour, with more boldneſs than 
* beforez ſays he, I thank God-for 
* ſtriking me with Blindneſs, that Imay 
* not ſee thy Face, who art thus fallen 

*into Impiety. The Emperour ſaid 'no- 
* thing to this, but he perſecuted him 

© orievoully afterwards. And the aged 


Biſhop,” I ſuppoſe, had more wit than 


to expect any other. 

It would be endleſs to reckon 'up 
the Sayings of Juventinxs and Maxi- 
245, whoſe Anniverſary Sermon St. 
Chryſoſtome 1n his Time preach'd- at 
Antioch; of thoſe Souldiers that'were 
trepan'd into Sacrificing, by one of J- 


lian's Stratagems 3 and of many others, 


who did not ſpare himin the leaſt: And 
therefore in theſe Matters, the Reader 


mult be ſatisfied with a taſte only.

Aving ſhewed you, the manner 
HI at leaſt, how they treated him 
in Words, I proceed now to ſome of 
their AFions, which make manifeſt 
their hatred to him, and how they 


held him in the very loweſt degree of 


Contempt. I ſhall give but two In- 
ſtances, and the firſt is the ſtory of 
Velentinian, which Theedoret uſhers 10 


with this Preface : * And others that Thea. 1. 4: 


© were in places of Dignity and Au- 
* thority, uſing the like boldneſs (as 
*Tuventinys and Maximws did)enjoyed 
£ equal Crowns. For YValentinian him- 
ſelf, who was afterwards Emperour, 
< but was then a Colonel of the Houſe- 
< hold Guards, did not hide-the Zeal 
© which he had for the true Religion, 


© For when that Thunder-ſtrack Mad- 


© man went in Proceſſion to the Tem- 
* ple of Fortune, the Chaplains ſtood 
* on both ſides of the Doors, cleanſing, 
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Their Afions. 


© as they counted it, with Sprinklings, 
© or Holy Water, thoſe that entred in. 
* But when Yalentinian, who gained 
© both Kingdoms, of Earth and Hea- 
© ven, for what he now did, walkin 

© before the Emperor, faw this Holy 
* Water coming near his Cloaths ; he 
{ſtruck the Chaplain with his Filt, ſay- 
* ing, that it would not cleanſe, but de- 
* file him. Julian ſeeing what paſſed, 


*ſent him away to a Garriſon lying by 


*a Deſart, and gave order that there 
* he ſhould ſpend his days. But in a 
© Year, and a few Months time, he was 
*made Emperor, in reward of his 
* Confeſſion, For the Righteons Judge 
* not only rewards thoſe that are con- 
*cerned for Religion 1n the Life to 
*come, but ſometimes he preſently 
* gives them the recompence of their 
* pious labours, by thefe previous Gifts 
*now, confirming the belief of thoſe 
* which Chriſtians hope for hereafter. 

You ſee how Theodoret magnifies 
this Action; and though it was ſo high 
a breach of the Peace, as might have 
coſt him his right Hand, if not his 
Head, in many Courts 3 yet he makes 
- him. no leſs than a Confeſlor- for

Our next Inſtance, is a Paſſage of 
as- great a Man in his way, and that is, 
old Gregory Biſhop of Nazianzum, Fa- 
ther to Gregory Nazianzen ; We have 
it in the Funeral Speech or Sermon of 
the Divine upon his Father's Death 
and after he has ſaid a great deal in his 
praiſe, he has theſe words; * But Iſup- G,v,. war. 
* poſe that ſome of them who knew oOrar. 19. 
* his Life very well, have wondred a ** 397: 
* 900d while, that I ſhould be ſo taken 
*up in theſe things aforeſaid, as if I 
* had nothing elſe in commendation of 
* him; and that I ſhould make no 
* mention of the difficulty of the times, 
* againſt which heſeemed to have been 
ſet in battel-aray. Come on then, and 
* let me add theſe things to what has 
* been ſaid. Our Age bore ſuch an 
* Evil, as no Age did before, and I

©glence. - Now who is there to be . 


* found, that more deſpiſed this Empe- 
©ror, or had a greafer hand in deſtroy- 
*ing him, than my Father? Of his 
* contempt of him, amongſt many 0- 
*ther, both thoſe Archers, and their 
© Commander, are a proof, whom he 
'brought againſt our Church; as e1-

Here you have the deſcription of 


- one of the Lachrymiſts of old, who. 


at fourſcore and ten, and after he had 
been thirty five years a Biſhop, was 
an over-match for a Pagan Emperor; 
and having vanquiſh'd him, and won 
the Field, kept it as long as he lived, 
which was about nine years after J#- 
lians Death. And which 1s more than 
that, the Garlands and Trophies of 
this Viktory are hang up in the 
Church by the hands of another Bi- 
ſhop, to ſatisfie the expectation of a 
number of good Chriſtian People , 
Baſel the Great aſliſting at the Cere- 
mony. 

And now know I no more than the 


Pope of Rome, what to make of all 


this, what they meant by it, or upon 
what Principles theſe men proceeded. 
Whether the Laws of their Country 
allowed them ({ which I am ſure the 
Laws of our Country do not allow a 
Man to imagine ) to offer Violence to 
their lawful Emperor ; or whether old 
Gregory diſtinguiſh'd, and did not re- 
fiſt J#/za,, but only the Devil, which 
his Son ſo often tells us was 1n him ; 
Or how it was, I will never ſtand 
gueſiing. Only this we may be aſſured

of, that none of theſe Biſhops hadever 
been in Scotland, nor had learn'd to 
fawn upon an. Apoſtate, and a mortal -

CHAP, V. 


Their Devetions. And firſt of their 
Pſalms. | 


Heſe Paſſages which we have hi- 
| therto related, were in common 
converſation in the Streets and Mar- 
ket-place, in the Court and abroad in 
the World, where the Chriſtians might 
chance not to have their Religion 
about them, and ſo ſhew themſelves 
Men of like Paſſions with other Men; 
but when they go to Church, anden- 
ter upon Holy Ground 3 or whenever 
they make their Addreſſes to God 1n 
Prayers and Praiſes, there one may ex- 
peCt to ſee the flights of their ſelf-de- 
nying and ſuffering Religion. There 
one may juſtly expe& they ſhould lay 
alide all their animoſity againſt J#- 
han,

lian, though he were their Enemy, 


and for that reaſon pray the harder for 
him. Yes, ſo they do, the wrong way; 


they cannot fing a Pſalm, but they 


make his Confuſion the Burden of it. 


And as they order the Matter, their 
Prayers and Tears are the Arms ofthe 
Church indeed, for they are Darts, 
and Arrows, and Fire-brands, and 
Death. Ifmoving all the Power, and 
ſolliciting all the Vengeanceof Heaven 
againſt a Man; if calling for the Sword, 
and the Plagues of Egypt, be praying 
for their Pagan Emperor, they gave 
him enough of that, as you ſhall ſee 
anon in their own words,

* Julian ordered the Chriſtians to

© Falian could not contain his Paſſion, 
he went and ſeized the firſt which 
came to hand, which was Theodorws, 
*a young Man, adorned with Divine 
Zeal, walking in the Market-place: 
<Him he tortured from Morning to 
* Night with ſo much Cruelty, and fo 
* matiy freſh Executioners, as no Age 
* has mentioned the like. And when 
© he was tipon the Rack, and a Tor- 
£ turer plying, him 'on either fide, he 
* did nothing but fing over again that 
© Palm which the Congregation ſung 
© the day before, withan unconcerned 


and chearful Countenance. "This Rnffims, hb.1 


made'Ruffinus, who likewiſe tells this 
Story, afterwards ask him whether he 
felt any Pain? * Who ſaid that he'felt 
* alittle; bur there ſtood by hima cer- 
* tain Youth, who all thz while wiped 
* off his Sweat with a very white "Lin- 
*nen Cloath, and often poured cold 
* Water upon him, which ſo delighted 


« him,

him, that he was ſorry when he 
© was taken off the Rack. For when 
<SaluiFizs (aw that he had ſpent all that 
* Cruelty upon him to no purpoſe, he 
* put Fetters upon him, and kept him 
*in Priſon. But he was ſoon releaſed, 
*and no body elſe pumiſhd upon that 
account. Julzar, 1t ſeems, did not 
care to have that Pſalm any oftner 
repeated ; which he might very rea- 
ſonably expe&, when ſo much Cruel- 


ty could not make a Youth toalter his 
Note. 


To this I ſhall only add, what Theo- } 


doret calls it, a memorable ſtory of an 
incomparable Woman : © For even the 
* Women ( faies he) deſpiſed this Man's 
* madneſs, being armed with Divine 
© Zeal. Her Name was Publ;a, and ſhe 
* was Mother to Joh, who was often 
© choſen to be Biſhop of Aztioch, but 
*as often refuſed it. This Woman be- 
*ing a Widow, had a Quire of Vir- 
* gins, which promiſed Virginity for 
Life, and was alway ſinging Praiſes 
*to God her Creator and Redeemer. 
* And when the Emperor paſled by, 
© they ſung their Pſalms the louder, 
* accounting him fit to be defpiſed and 
* derided, Now they ſung, for the 
© moſt 
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Their Behaviour, @© 
© moſt part thoſe Plalms, which expoſe 
< the weakneſs of Idols; and they ſaid 
*with David, The Idols of the Heather 
* are Silver and Gold, the work of Mens 
* Hands, And after they had ſhewed 
* the ſenſleſneſs of them, they added ; 
< Let them that make them, be like unto 
© theme, and all thoſe that put their truſt 
© 74 there ! He hearing theſe things,was 
* orievoully vexed, and commanded 
* them to be ſilent at ſuch time as he 


_ *paſſed by. | But ſhe, lictle regarding 


5 his Laws, put more courage into het 
* Quire;z and when he paſt by again, 
* ſhe bid them fing this Pſalm, Le# God 
* ariſe, and let his Enemies be ſeattered 5 
$ Fuliar, in great indignation, com- 
© manded the Miſtreſs of the Quire to 
*be. brought to him; and when he 
*ſaw her venerable Age, he neither 
© had any compaſſion for her Years, 
<nor honoured her Vertue, but com- 
*manded one of the Souldiers to ſtrike 
Cher on the face, till he made it all 
bloody with his hands. She receiving 
* this Diſgrace, as the higheſt Honour, 
< went back to her Houſe; but ſhe (t1]l 
*ſhot him with her Spiritual Songs as 
© ſhe was wont. 


E Now 
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Now here indeed is a Suffering Re- 
ligion, becauſe the old Woman does 
not beat the Souldier ; but I cannot 
poſlibly find out any protound primi- 


tive Obedience in this paſſage. Where 


is the Reverence due to Majeſty, or 
Eternity, as Emperors were then ſtj- 
led, in counting him fit to be made a 
Laughing-ſtock ? What dutifulneſs 
was their ſhewn, in refuſing to com- 
ply with ſo reaſonable a Command, as 
to forbear their Pſalms only when he 
went by 2? Bur it was Julian, and they 
did not owe him ſo much ſervice. They 
ſay, Rage turns every thing into wea- 


pons, and there ſeems to be' ſome. 


quantity of that Paſſion here, when 
their very Devotions are fo plainly 
aimed and level'd at Jabar's Head.

FT Come now to their Prayers aud 
H Tears, of which Gregory gives us 
a large account. He ſays, They fol-. 
lowed Hezekzahb's Example, who ap- 
plied himſelf tro God againſt Sexache- 
rib with good ſucceſs. And he in(i- 
nuates, that they had more reaſon to 
do it, becauſe they had no other way 
to help themſelves. © This did Heze- 
* kiah, who had great Forces about 
* him, who was King of the great Ci- 
© ty Jeruſalem, who pethaps might have 
* beat off that numerous Enemy by 
* himſelf. But we who had no other 
*Weapon, hor Wall, nor any other 
© Defence left us but our hope in God, 
* as being altogether deprived and cut 
* ſhort of all humane Aid, whom elſe 
*could we have, either to hear our 
* Prayers, or to prevent what was 
*threatned, but God, who ſwears a-

ſently after he gives us an Account of 
thoſe Crys which they ſent up to God, 
©in ſome of them invocating bim as a 
Lord and Maſter; in others complain- 
<ing as to a kind Fatherz in ochers 
© again, asf they upbraided and expo- 
*ſtulated with him, as Men 1n trouble 
*uſe to do. O God, why haſt thou re- 


 Fjeffed us for ever? why is thy wrath 


©ſo hot againſt the Sheep of thy Paſture £ 
* Lift up thy Hands againſt their Pride, 
*&c. We challenged the Sword, and 
*the Plagues of Higypt 3 and we be- 
© ſought him to judge his own. Cauſe; and 
© we arged him, that he would at length 
© riſe up againſt the Wicked, How long 
© (hall the Ongodly, how long ſhall the 
* Ongodly boaſt? And withal, we uſed 
* thoſe ſorrowtu] and more proper Ex- 
*preſſions, Thou haft made us a By- 


© word and Reproach unto our Neigh- 


* bours. We mentioned the Vine out of 
* Egypt, deſtroyed by the wild Boar that 
© wicked One, who made Wickedneſs his 
F own, and was all over pollutcd with 
* the Mire of it, Hitherto ' Gregory 
ſpeaks in the plural Number, as if 
others had joyned in rhefe Prayers 
with him : Nevertheleſs, becauſe he 
lays afterwards, Theſe were my former 
D Thoughts

' Thoughts and Crys to God, it is poſſible 


they were his own private Devotions. 
However, it is very evident, that their 


' publick Devotions ran '1n the ſame 


ſtrain. 

In the forementioned Oration, at 
his Father's Funera], you may remem- 
ber that Gregory praiſes him for his 
contempt of Julian, of which we 
gave you an account before; and for 
contributing to his deſtruction. Con- 
cerning which, he has theſe following 
Words. 

«And as for his Deſtruction, How 
©can any. one appear to have done 
£ more towards it than my Father ? 
* Either in publick ſtriking the Villain 
© with the joint Prayers& Supplications 
© of all the People together, and not at 
*all fearing the Times;z or in private, 
* drawing forth his nightly Squadron 
© againſt him; I mean, his lying upon 
*the Ground, where he wore our his 
£ old Fleſh, and watered the Floor with 
his Tears, for almoſt a whole Year 

* together, 


In this place he does not ſpecitie 


- what thoſe publick Prayers were,

which they had for Juliaz , but he 
ſufficiently deſcribes them. 


Firſt, They were ſuch as tended to 
his Deſtruction, and were a means of 
It. 
 2dly, They darted theſe Prayers at 
him. lt is expreſt by a Word, which 
might more properly be employed to. 
deſcribe the throwing of that Javelin, 
which afterwards ſtuck in his Li- 

yer. 

zdly, The Nightly Squadron men- 
tioned after, confirms us, that with 
theſe they fought him by day. 

And 4#bly, they were ſuch Prayers 
as expoſed old Gregory to a great deal 
of danger; but he did not fear the 
Times a crumb, 


If ever the Chriſtians were in 
cold Blood, ſure they were at Old 
Gregory's Funeral, for it was ſeveral 
Years after Julian's Death: And yet 
. you ſee, that even then his oppoſition 
to Julian ſerves to embalm his Memo- 
ry. It was thought to be ſo much for 
his honour, to help to pray Julian to 
Death, that a great part of the Con- 
gregation had been diſappointed, if _ 
"NO

no mention had been made of it; as 
app--ars plainly from the Preface to 
this Paſſage before cited. So that 1n 
that Age the beſt Prayers and Tears 
were thoſe, which did beſt execution 
upon an Apoſtate Emperor, and con- 
tribu:ed moſt to his deſtruction 3 which 
now follows to be ſpoken of in the 


next Chapter.

CHAP, VIL 


JULIAN's Death. 


Fter Julian had Reigned about 
Nineteen Months, which the 
Chriſtians thought very much too 
long, he met with an untimely Death, 
and they with the anſwer of their 
Prayers, For when he had been ſome 


time 1n Perſia, his Army being _— 


denly attaqued by rhe Perſpars , 
made ſo much haſte from place to Ah 
to relieve thoſe Troops which were 
moſt hotly engaged, that he forgot his 
Armour; and while he thus expoſed 
himſelf, he was ſtruck with an Horſe- 
man's Spear, which pierced his Side, 
and ſtuck in the bottom of his Liverz 
-y which Wound, about midnight, he 
ied. 

And that the Chriſtians might have 

this good News the ſooner , as Hiſto- 


rians tell us,it was conveyed to ſome of

And thus the News, as faſt as it ar- 
rived, was every Where entertained 
with all the demonſtrations of Joy and 
Gladneſs.

* ful Meetings 3 and they not only had 
* Dances in their Churches and Chap-

Is not this the 
right courſe to interpret and gloſs away 
all their Duty ? Ina word, they ſeem to 
have broke all the Meaſures by which 


all the Ancient and Suffering Chriſtians 


have gone in all former Perfecutions. 


The plain truth of the matter is this : 


Their Caſe differed very much , and 
- they were in quite other Circumſtan- 
ces than the Firſt Chriſtians were. 


When Fulian came to the Crown, he 


found them in full and quiet poſſeſſion 
of their Religion, which they had en- 
joyed without interruption for almoſt 
Fifty years, and which was fo ineſti- 
mable a Bleſling, that they had plainly 


undervalued it, if they . had not done 


their utmoſt to keep it. And then to 
have this Treaſure wreſted out of 


their hands, by one that had been bred 


upin the Boſom of.the Church, who 
profeſs'd himſelt a Chriſtian, and ne- 
ver pull'd off his Maſque, till it was 
too late for them to help themſelves ; 
this was enough to raiſe, not only all 
their Zeal, but all their Indignation 
too.

too. Whereas the poor Primitive 
Chriſtians of all, were horn to Perſe- 
cution, they neither knew better, nor 
expected it ; they profeſſed their new 
Religion, -as in ſome. places they pro- 
pounded new Laws, with an Halter 
about their Necks, The Laws of the 
Empire were always in force againſt 
them, tho. h not always put in exe- 

nd the edge of the Ax ſtood 
always towards them, though it were 
not at all times ſtained with their 
Blood. 

In a word, they perpetually lay at 
the Mercy of their Enemies: their 
Religion, at the beft, was in the World 
but upon ſufterance, as Abraham was 


in the Land of Caxaaz ; where he had 47: 5. 


none Inheritance, no not ſo much as.to 
ſet his foot on. But as his atilicted Po- 
ſterity were afterwards Lords of that 
Country , ſo after another Agyptian 
Bondage Chriſtianity ' was advanced 
to be the Eſtabliſhed Religion of the 
Empire. - It is worth the while to read 
Enſebius, only to ſee in what a tranſ- 
port of joy the Chriſtians were upon 
that happy Revolution. The Chriſti 
an World, at that time, was the very 


Picture of Heaven. Such joy there 
F 3 will 
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will be again amongſt good Men, when 
they have croſs'd the tempeſtuous Sea 
of this World, and are ſafely landed 
in the Regions of Light and Immor- 
tality. For what Gregory fays of Con- 
ſtantius, was true of many others ; 
*Never any Man in this World ſet his 
© Heart ſo much upon any other- thing, 
*as he did to- ſee the Chriſtians flou- 
*riſh, and to have all the advantages 
*of Glory and Power. And neither 
* conquered Nations, nor a well-go- 
*vern'd Empire, nor great Treaſures, 
* norexceſs of Glory, nor being Kin 
* of Kings, nor being ſtiled ſo, nor all 
* other things, which make up other 
* Mens Notion of happineſs, did de- 
© light him ſo much, as to have the ho- 
* nour of bringing Honour to the 
© Chriſtians; and of leaving them efta- 
* bliſh'd for ever in the poſſeſſion of 
* Power and Authority. And Men 
that valued the eſtabliſhment of their 
Religion at this Rate,” would not eaſily 
part with it. Now for Falian, who, 
by his Baptiſm firſt, and by entring in- 
to Orders after, and by his.going to 
Church after that, ſufficiently engaged 
" himſelf to maintain Chriſtianity, ' to 
endeavour on the other hand to diſ- 
polleſs 


of thoſe Chriſtians. 


poſſeſs them of their Free-hold was an 
inſapportable injury. 

Is there-no difference, I appeal to 
all the World, between being turn'd 
out as Sheep among Wolves, . which 
was the deplorable, but unavoidable 
caſe of the firſt Chriſtians, .and being 
worried by one of their own Flock ? 
Has a Man no more Right nor Privi- 
ledg after he is Naturalized, than when 
he was a Stranger, or Alien, or ac- 
counted an Enemy 2 Do not the ſame 
Laws, iwhich forbid Men to invade 
other Mens Rights, enable them not- 
withſtanding to maintain and defend 
their- own? Theſe are the plain and 
palpable differences between the State 
of the firſt Chriſtians, and of thoſe un-- 
der Fultan, 


To ſum up all in one word ; The 
firſt Chriſtians . ſuffered according to 
the Laws of their Country, whereas ' 
theſe under J«/;a» were perſecuted 
_ contrary to Law. For it is manifeſt 
that Faiian oppreſſed them in a very 
illegal way. He did not fairly enact 
Sanguinary Laws againſt them for 
their Religion, but he put them to 
Death upon Shams, and pretended

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Crimes of Treaſon and Sacrilege. He 
dreſſed up an Accuſation 'of Treaſon 


againſt Juventinus and Maximus ;-and 


though they died for - their generous 


Zeal, and hearty Concernment for 


Chriſtianity , he gave out, and -com- 
manded it to be noiſed abroad, That 
they were puniſhed for Treaſonable 
words. 

The other ſham of Sacrilege St. Chry- 


vent, &Max. fog acquaints us with in theſe 


words: *It any one, in former Times, 
*when Godly Kings had the Govern- 
© ment, had either broken their Altars, 
*thrown down their Temples, taken 
* away their Oblations, or done any 
* ſuch thing, he was preſently hurried 
*away to the. Tribunal; and ſome- 
© times the Innocent were executed, 
* when they were only accuſed. The 


truth of which F«/zas himſelf confirms . 


in his own Writings, when he ſays, 
*Let no Man diſtruſt the Gods, when 
* he hears how ſome have done deſpite 
© to Images and Temples. For have 
* not many ſlain good Men, ſuch as 
* Socrates and Dion, and the great 
* Empedotimus, which IT am well aſſu- 
red were much more the Care of the 
*Gods than their Images are? But

Secondly, The matter of their Pray- \ 
ers beſtows ſeveral others. 


Firff, The bare Invocation of their . 
Saints, and praying to them, is making 
them Gods » and beſtowing Divine 
At: 
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Attributes upon them. And I am wil- 
ling, in the firſt place, to take their 
Invocation at the very loweſt;becauſe 
though in their publick Prayers and 
Liturgies, they often pray to their 
Saints to demand and command,and 
make them Partners with God, and 
give them a divided Empire with 
him ; yet in their Apologies, not be-' 
ing able to juſtifie ſuch abominable 
Sacriledge,they are content to lower 
their Saints, and to place them in the 
rank of Suppliants, and then their In- 
vocation is no more than przer pour 
, prier. Well, be it ſo for the preſent, for 
/ this gives them the Attributes of Om- 
nipreſence and Omniſcience, which 
belong to God alone. 

Firſt ; Of Omnipreſence. It is noto- 
rious that the Papiſts, in all parts of 
the World,familiarly make their Ad- 
dreſſes to the Virgin Mary : whereby 
they ſuppoſe her preſent, both here 
. and in the /»des,and in all Countries 
between ; that ſhe gives audience in 
this and the lower Hemiſphear at 
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once, and in millions of diſtant:pla-... 
ces in both, beſidesher PreſenceCham- =... 


| bers ſach as Loretro, Hall, &c.and in- 
numerable Altars, where ſhe does ef- 
[ pecially 
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pecially reſide;and is notwithſtanding 
in Heaven all the while. Now what 
can an Infinite Being do more? What 
other Ubiquity do we aſcribe to God? 
That the very Act of direQting their 
Prayers to :Saints, implies this Ubt- 
quity,is very plain ; for they immedi- 
ately apply themſelves to the Saints, 
that they may obtain their mediation 
to God. So that their Prayers are not 
intended to be conveyed by God to 
the Saints, but to come directly to 
them, and by them to be recommen- 
ded to God. And for that reaſon, in

It would be a great preſumption 1n_ 


us to go about to fix the Bounds and 
Limits of their enlarged Underſtand- 
ings, and to tell juſt how wife an An- 


gel of God is. They may, for ought 


I know, have an intuitive Knowledg, 
without the trouble and hazard of 
reaſoning, and ſee the remoteſt Con- 
cluſions by as clear alight, as we do 
firſt Principles : They may, 1n many 
other reſpeds, have their Underſtand- 
ings elevated and enlightned, beyond 
what we can imagine. Yet 1t 1s no 
preſumption to ſay,that they have not 
any ſuch knowledg in any kind, as 
may equal them with God ;. But on 


the other hand it is Blaſphemy to- 


aſcribe that to them, than which we 
cannot aſcribe any thing greater to 
him. And this knowledg of under- 
ſtanding and ſearching Men's Hearts, 
the Papiſts not only imply in their 
praying to Saints and Angels, and de- 
cree in their Councils, but they open- 
ly avow it likewiſe in their Writings, 
and will prove it by Scripture it ſelf. 
Cardinal Perroxe for one, amongſt 
many others, proves that the Saints 
know Men's Hearts, becauſe they are 
equal to the Angels : And the Angels 
aſluredly 


” 'F 
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aſſuredly know them, becauſe they re- 
Joice at the Converſion of a ſinner; 
which is the inward change of a Man's 
Mind,and lies very deep, even at the 
bottom of the Heart. But far leſs 
charity than the Angels burn withal, 
and a much ſmaller degree of know- 
leds than they really are endued 
with,w1ll ſolve this Phenomenon. For 
cannot fuch ſilly wretches as we be 
glad of the converſion of a finner,who 
was given for loſt, though we never 
ſaw him in our Lives;if we be aſſured 
of it by a very good Friend, who 
likewiſe was himſelf the happy Au- 
thor of this Converſion,and invites us 
to congratulate the good ſucceſsof his 
care and pains 1nit ? And that this 1s 
the very caſe of the Angels Joy, I 
will venture to refer it to any Man 


that will but once read over the firſt 


ten Verſes of the 15th Chapter of 
St. Luke. They likewiſe argue from 
Eliſha's Heart going with Gehazz,and 
from his diſcovering the King of 
Syria's Councils. But, x. theſe were 
Actions and words,which are nothing 
near ſo private as thoughts. And

Have 
the Saints and Angels Praſcience, be- 
cauſe Prophets have been ſome times 
enabled to foretel Things to come 2 
Have they the power of raiſing the 
Dead, and of doing ſuch Miracles 
as are plainly the Finger of God, be- 
cauſe God has been pleaſed, at ſome 
times, to make Men his Inſtruments 
in the performance of theſe mighty 
Works? One would be aſhamed of 
ſuch Reaſonings, and yet they have 
{till worſe. For ſome of them take 
it 11], that in denying Invocation of 
Saints and Angels, we will not allow 
them ſo much knowledg as the Devil 
has.

| Gentiles 
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Gentiles Idolaters were.ſo far from of- 


tering Juptter in ſacrifice to any petty 
God, that I never yet read, that they 
offered him -in ſacrifice to himſfelt. 
There is no conſequence at all in this 
reaſoning; The Papiſts do not offer 
the Sacrifice of the Maſs to Saints and 
Angels, but only tothe Trinity,there- 
fore they do not make Saints and An- 
gels Gods. For had not the Heathers 
proper Sacrifices for Jupiter, which 
were ſacred only to him? and yet this 
did not deſiroy the Divinity of the 
other Leities. It makes no more Cit- 
ference among{t the Gods, nor afteas 
their Godhead any more, to have 
this or that. particular Sacrifice offered 
or not offered to them , than it did 
for Aculapins to have a great Beard, 
and his Father Apo/lo to have none 
at all, 


Lafily, The Papiſts may poſlibly 
ſay, that there is great difference be- 
twixt the Gods of the Pagans, and 
the Saints which they honour and 
worſhip : The former having been 
lewd Men , and ſometimes teigned 
Perſons , the latter being ſuch as we

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Men want nothing, but to. have all 
the Bibles in the World in one heap, 
which I am certain they would bura 
with as good a Will, as our People do .

make a new Bible; and then St. Paul 
might ſay excellently what they had a 


- mind to have him. In the mean time 


they have found out this uſeful expe- 

dient to ſlifle and ſuppreſs any part 

of Scripture, which makes again!

of St. Paul expreſſes by an Elegant 
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Antitheſis. But this falls heavy upon 
their own bald-pate Images, and their 
Monſter Head with three Faces, and 
the other with an Imperial Crown on 
his Head, giving his Beniſons with his 
two fore-fingers and Thumb, and that 
which fits with a Crucifix reſting on 
his Knees, and a Dove upon it; and 
to name no more, that ſame, which 
the honeſt Tconoclaſt found bulte in 
creating the World, in a blew Coat , 
bare-foot and bare legged, and mark- 
ing out the Sun and Moon with a pair 


_ of Compaſles; and therefore they 


make no words at all of that part of 
the Text, which condemns theſe hor- 
red Diſguiſes of the Deity.* What, 
dare they not quote an entire Text 
of Scripture to their own Prieſts, for 
this Catechiſm is written for their in- 
ftryftion : No; nor in truſty Latine 
neither , which hides ſo many of 
their Cheats from the Eyes ofthe com- 
mon people ? 

Nay then I do not wonder at it 
any longer , that there was once a 
Vulgar Language, ſpoken above four 
hundred Years in a Catholick Coun-

the Second Commandment in it, That 
great Antiquary, Mr. Lambert in his

The Jews might as well have taken 
hints from Moſes's Metaphorical Ex- 
preſſions of the Hand, and arms, and 
Finger of God, and much more from 
his own ſpeaking to them, to have pi- 
tured God in a humane Shape 3; 
trom which they are ſo often and fo 
{tritly forewarned. 

And then, as for all thoſe awful 
expreſſions of Majeſty ; wherewith 
the Ancient of Days is attended in 
Daniel, which are fit to make all the 
World fear and tremble before him, 
they are all left out in their Pictures. 
His Throne was a fiery Flame, and his 
Wheels burning Fire. A fiery Streams 
iſſued and came forth from before him : 
Thouſand thouſands miniſtered to him, 
and ten thouſand times teu thouſand 
ftood before him 2 The Judgment was 
ſet, and the Books were opened. All 
this glorious repreſentation of the 
Ancient of Days, is dwindled into a 
ſolitary decrepid Old. Man, who is no 
more-like Daxie/'s deſcription, than a 
Mouſe is to a mighty Monarch.

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3dly, Theſe Sign-Painters ſhew the 
worſt Judgmenr that can be, in chu- 
ſing their Pattern out of Dayx#el. ' For 
every Body knows, that Prophetick 
Dreams and Vifions, and the Schemes 
of their Language, and their Deſcrip- 


_ tions, are more wide from: the thing 


it ſelf, and more unlike, than the 
harſheſt Metaphors that ever were in 
the World. Flouriſhing Kingdoms 
are repreſented in that Book by 
Rams Horns, and Goats Horns : 
which would make very unintelligible 
Piftures of Kingdoms, and would 
certainly require a Label to tell what 
they are. And therefore for Men to 
fetch the picture of God out of ſuch 
a Book, where befides, above two 
thirds of their Picture 1s a perfe&t 
Blank, is to do juſt like Children, but 
not with their Innocency, who ra.

To this I Anſwer; 

1/4,. That not only their common 
People, but all Papiſts call theſe the 
Images of God the Father ; of which 
we have an inſtance in the Margin of 
this Catechiſm, (which is as great an 
Authority as I cite it for) where it 1s 
called Dez Patris Imago. Andit no 
Body is fo rude and ignorant, as to 
think the Divinity is expreſſed by 
thoſe Images, (as the Catectuſm fays) 
Why then is every Body ſo rude and 
Ignorant, as to cail them by that 
Name? For an Image of God the Fa- 
ther, muſt be an Image of the Divint- 
ty, or an Image ot nothing, . for I 
hope henever atlumed Humanity. 

2dly,, Further, it 1s undenably 
plain, that the Perſon of God the Fa- 
ther js declared by theſe Images, and 
not any Properties or Actions. For 
would not he blazon a PiRture of the 
Frinity very improperly, and like an 


Heretick who ſhould ſay; There is

F 7 HAT the Prophet fays of

Theſe Cruelties never entred into 
the Hearts of Pagans, and therefore 
we have no foundation of a Compa- 
riſon betwixt Popery and Paganiſm in 
_ this point ; no -more than we can 

compare Prince Rupert's Iron Guns 
with Fulius Cefar's, For this murther- 
ing and maſſacring hundreds of thou- 
ſands upon the ſcore of Religion, in
